'STAB VICTIM 
NOT MOVING' 


Teenager 'likely to be immobile' at time of incident, court told

CONNOR Tremble was probably not 
moving when he was repeatedly 
stabbed by Will Blencowe, a forensic 
pathologist has said. 

Expert witness Dr Alexander Kolar told 
a jury in Oxford Crown Court it would 
have been "extremely unusual" if the 
17-year-old's wounds had been caused 
during a fight. 

Blencowe, of Oxford Road, Banbury, 
admits inflicting the fatal injuries on 
February 13 this year, but claims he acted in 
self-defence and denies murder. 

The prosecution alleges the 21-year-old 
killed Connor inside his flat in Fairacres 
Road, Oxford, because the teenager was 
seeing his ex-girlfriend, Aimee Harrison. 

Answering questions on Monday, Dr Kolar 
said 10 of the stab wounds were on the 
back of Connor's body. 

He was asked by prosecutor Charles 
Ward-Jackson if the wounds were likely to 
have been caused "in the context of a fight", 
as Blencowe claims. 

Dr Kolar replied: "It would have been 
extremely unusual to get such a cluster (of 
wounds) all going in the same direction if 
someone was moving around." 

Mr Ward-Jackson said: "Does that mean 
the deceased was likely to be still at that 
point?" 

The witness replied: "He was likely to be 
immobile, or in a similar position." 

Dr Kolar added that Connor suffered 15 
stab wounds and died from complications 
caused by his injuries on February 15, 
despite surgery to save his life at Oxford's 
John Radcliffe Hospital. 

Fast week a defence expert witness 
psychiatrist, who visited Blencowe in prison 
after the killing, told the jury he had a 
history of mental health problems and could 
not sleep with the lights off. 

Dr Michael Orr said the defendant told 
him he planned to buy heroin in Oxford to 
kill himself, but stopped off at Connor's flat 
to "make peace" with him. 

He said Blencowe claimed Connor 
opened the door holding a knife. 

The jury heard he told the doctor: "I

grabbed his arm. It was like he was ready to 
get me. I could see the situation but I was an 
onlooker." 

Dr Orr said: "He could see his arm going 
in stabbing movements." 

The witness - who said Blencowe had a 
borderline personality disorder - added: 

"He felt he had not killed anyone because 
'someone else has stolen my body'." 

On Tuesday the younger brother of 
Blencowe's co-defendant Grant Clemens 
described handing over his trainers on the 
night Connor was killed. 

Declan Clemens, 19, of Stockwells, 
Moreton-in-Marsh, said at about 8pm his 
brother Grant let Bradley Jones and Will 
Blencowe into their house. 

Declan said he heard the shower running 
and a short time later his brother came into 
his bedroom and asked to borrow a pair of 
Adidas trainers. 

He said: "(Grant) said, 'I need to borrow 
your trainers.' 

"I said no, and he offered me two 
(cannabis) reefers for them, so I said yes." 


Asked why he thought his brother needed 
them, he replied: "I didn't really want to 
know." 

Bradley Jones, 21, of New Road, 
Bledington, and Clemens, 23, of Stockwells, 
Moreton-in-Marsh, are also on trial and both 
deny perverting the course of justice. 

The trial continues.

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Prison fails to 
get rapist to 
court on time 

A MAN and a 15-year-old boy convicted of 
carrying out a rape on New Year's Eve will 
have to wait two weeks to find out their 
sentence. 

Waqas Hussain, 21, of Prescott Avenue, 
Banbury, and the teenager who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, were due to be 
sentenced at Oxford Crown Court on 
Friday. 

Hussain had last month been found guilty 
of two counts of rape and one of false 
imprisonment while the teenager was 
convicted of one count of rape and one of 
false imprisonment but cleared of another 
count of rape. 

But staff at HMP Bullingdon did not put 
Hussain on the transport to the crown court 
and he was several hours late. 

Judge Gordon Risius said: "This delay 
gives me the greatest concern. 

"I know that steps are already in place to 
remonstrate with HMP Bullingdon for their 
failure to make sure Waqas Hussain was put 
on the transport this morning." 

The case was adjourned until Friday, 
September 5, at 2pm.

Prolific voyeur jailed 
for spying on women 


A MAN with a history of 
voyeurism has been told "the time 
has come" for him to understand 
the seriousness of his crimes. 

Philip Harper was last Friday jailed 
for 28 months for spying on women for 
sexual gratification. 

The 45-year-old, of Edinburgh Way, 
Banbury, was caught watching a 
woman in a changing room at the 
town's Spiceball swimming pool last 
August. He has 15 previous 
convictions. 

In June, while awaiting trial, Harper 
was caught standing on a flower pot 
and looking into the bedroom of a 
ground-floor flat in Banbury.

Harper, who admitted a charge of 
voyeurism and breaching an antisocial 
behaviour order, was told by Judge 
Peter Ross at Oxford Crown Court: 

"The time has come for you to 
understand that the court will not 
condone repeated offences of this type. 

"This is real, and this is very much the 
impact that this sort of offending has on 
people. The fact that you have not 
touched someone does not in some 
way lessen the effect upon those who 
you have spied on." 

The court heard a woman had taken 


her two children to the swimming pool 
on August 1 7, 2013, and while she was 
changing out of her costume she 
noticed a man watching her from the 
gap between the floor and the cubicle 
wall. 

While awaiting trial, on June 7 he 
was found looking through a bedroom 
window of a ground floor flat by a man 
who lived there with his partner. 

Harper, who appeared in court via 
video link from HMP Bullingdon, was 
sentenced to 16 months for the count 
of voyeurism at the swimming pool, 
four months for the breach of his Asbo 
and eight months for the count of 
voyeurism in June, to run consecutively.

River plunge family rescued 


A MOTHER and daughter were 
taken to hospital after their car 
plunged into the River Cherwell 
on Sunday. 

Also in the crash were the 
father and second daughter, who 
have now both been discharged 
from the John Radcliffe Hospital 
in Oxford. 

The family were rescued by 
firefighters after their car left the 
road at Nell Bridge between 
Aynho and Adderbury. 

The red Mercedes car left the 
road at about 7.15am and fell 10 
metres - 33ft - down the bank 
and into the river. 

It took three crews from 


Banbury, Deddington and 
Kidlington to rescue the family 
from the waist-deep water. 

An Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service spokesman said: 
"The four occupants of the 
vehicle had managed to release 
themselves from the vehicle but 
were still in the water, unable to 
remove themselves due to their 
injuries, shock, the depth of water 
and the steep embankment. 

"Fire crews quickly entered the 
water and effected a difficult 
rescue faced with waist deep 
water, challenging access issues 
and fuel leaking from the 
submerged vehicle."

Gentle giant ex-teacher 
drowns in boat accident 


A RETIRED Bloxham School 
teacher described by a former 
pupil as a "gentle giant" 
drowned after his yacht capsized 
off the coast of Ireland last 
Wednesday night. 

Douglas Perrin, 66, who 
moved to County Cork with his 
wife Judith, 60, after retiring 
three years ago, was sailing with 
two friends when strong winds 
hit their boat. 

Former pupil Roddy 
Sweetingham, who was taught 
A-Level Politics by Mr Perrin at 
Bloxham, said he would be 
sorely missed. 

The 23-year-old operations 
director, who now lives in 
London, said: "He was 
absolutely fantastic, an absolute 
gentle giant with a very dry 
sense of humour that you didn't 
always see coming. 

"He got people through 
A-Level Politics who you 
wouldn't have expected to pass 
and we had strawberries and 
cream at his house at the end of 
every term. 


"He was a wonderful teacher." 

Mrs Perrin, who taught English 
at Headington School, was not 
in the yacht at the time. 

It is believed the two friends 
who were in the boat with Mr 
Perrin, at Roaring Water Bay, off 
the coast of County Cork, 
managed to swim to safety on a 
small island, before they were 
picked up by coastguards. 

Shortly after retiring, Mr Perrin 
volunteered to teach English in 
the deprived town of Jambiani, 
Zanzibar, with charity Zanzibar 
Action Project. 

Project co-founder Janie 
Preece said: "He was very clever 
and I would say he was unusual, 
because anyone who wants to 
do what he did volunteering in 
Zanzibar is a bit unusual. 

"He came out and did six 
months with us just after he 
retired because I think he felt he 
was going to miss Bloxham a 
bit. 

"He was an extremely good 
teacher, everybody who met him 
liked him."

Concerns for 
elderly lonely 


A NEW survey from Friends of 
the Elderly has found more 
than 51,000 older people in 
Oxfordshire are lonely. 

The research has revealed 
51,824 people in the county 
over the age of 60 - one in 13 
- live without permanent 
company. 

The report also said the 
number was rising: by 2030, 
the number of lonely older 
people in the UK will have 
increased by 40 per cent. 

Breda Lamb is a manager 
for the Royal Voluntary 
Service, which can call on 60 
volunteers to visit elderly 
people in Banbury. 

She said: "We have 
volunteers who go into 
people's homes for an hour a 
week and just chat with them 
and help out. They do light 
housework sometimes, it's 
just a helping hand. We also 
have telephone schemes 
where volunteers call a 
lonely person once a week." 

Friends of the Elderly 
research found that just under 
half of Oxford residents said 
that they have "irregular or 
no contact" with older 
people, and the same 
percentage - 48.6 - feel that 
they could do more to help. 

Ms Lamb said: "We're 
always looking for more

volunteers. People think it 
takes up lots of time, but it's 
only an hour a week and that 
makes such a difference." 

She blames modern 
lifestyles for the rise in 
loneliness among the elderly. 

Ms Lamb said: "The 
problem with the way our 
society works is that people 
move away with work and 
families get split up. 

"People work such long 
hours these days our society 
doesn't make any allowances 
for that lifestyle of talking to 
your elderly neighbours at 
all. 

"I think it's more of a 
problem in the affluent areas, 
like Oxford, because people 
are more likely to have jobs 
that take them away from 
home. 

"People don't realise there 
are all these elderly people 
who are sitting at home 
without anybody to talk to." 

Simon Bottery, director of 
policy at Independent Age, a 
charity which campaigns to 
help the elderly in the UK, 
said: "One in five older 
people say they would like to 
have more social contact. We 
have seen loneliness as a bad 


thing for a long time, but 
now research has shown the 
consequences of it. 

"It has a serious long-term 
impact on people's health 
and life expectancy. 

"People who are lonely 
often have depression, it 
suppresses the immune 
system and encourages heavy 
drinking. 

"It's a serious health issue." 

He said that it was easy, 
especially after a change in 
life, such as a death or 
illness, for older people to 
become isolated, and he 
added that keeping social 
contacts up was the key to 
preventing loneliness. 

Mr Bottery said: "It's the 
hardest advice to take, but it's 
almost the most important: 
don't wait until you're retired 
or elderly to start making 
friends and keeping in touch 
with your family. 

"You should have a group 
of people that you take with 
you through your life. 

"It's difficult to suddenly 
pick them up because you 
realise you'd like to have 
more social contact."

A-Level pupils rejoice as 
their hard work pays off

THERE were plenty of smiles in 
Banbury last week as teenagers 
received their A-Level results. 

At Banbury Academy there was a 
marginal increase in students gaining 
A*-B grades but a slight dip in those 
gaining A*-E grades. 

The 2014 results of 95 Year 13 pupils 
saw 22 per cent of pupils awarded A*-A 
grades, 48.7 per cent with A*-B grades 
and 97.8 per cent receive A*-E. 

Last year the school had results of 46 
per cent A*-B grades and A*-E were 99 
per cent. 

Pupil CatherineTurvey, from Banbury, 
got three A* grades in Psychology, 

English Language and Sociology. 

In October she will be going on to 
study Psychology at the University of 
Warwick. 

The 18-year-old said: "I was really 
overwhelmed with the results, I didn't 
expect to get such good grades. I am 
really chuffed. 

"I was over the moon about it. 

"1 couldn't have done it without the 
support of my parents, and the teachers 
who have been really encouraging." 

Josh Boffin, 18, studied Health and 
Social Care, RE and Sociology and 
received three A grades. 

He said: "I am amazingly proud 
because this means I have got my 
scholarship to the University of Sussex to 
study Sociology." 

Halaah Karim will be going to study 
Politics at the University of Nottingham 
in September. 

The 18-year-old got an A*, A and a 
B after taking her exams in English 
Literature, English Language and History. 

She said: "I am quite proud, I wasn't 
expecting to get those grades. I did 
better than expected. I think I was 
predicted AAB. It's great." 

Deborah Harris, head of sixth form at 
Banbury Academy, said: "We are 
exceptionally proud. 

"The number of A*, A and B grades 
has increased once again this year, 
demonstrating the high quality teaching, 
but most importantly, impressive effort 
throughout the courses and full 
preparation for the exams from the 
students themselves. 

"We are proud of every one of our 
students and the effort they put into their 
exams. 

"We look forward to following their

Blessed George Napier School's 
results were 22 per cent A*-A grades, 
A*-B 55 per cent and 99 per cent A*-E. 

Sixty of their students sat exams this 
year. 




Stable results across county 


OXFORDSHIRE appears to have 
bucked the national trend as the 
county’s pass rate remained stable 
despite a nationwide dip. 

Indications show results were at 
a similar level to last year, with 
about 93 per cent of students 
receiving two or more A-Levels at 
the pass rate - grades A* to E. 

Last year this figure was 92.6 per 
cent, the county council has said. 

County councillor Melinda Tilley, 
the cabinet member for education, 


said: “As always, results day 
represents the culmination of years 
of hard work on the part of the 
young people themselves, and the 
efforts of dedicated teaching staff 
across the county. 

“Parents also play a crucial role 
in supporting their children through 
the exam period, which can be 
extremely stressful, and the 
achievements of students are 
always a huge credit to their 
families.” 


Poorer performance UK wide 


NATIONALLY, the A-Level pass rate 
dropped for the first time in more than 
30 years. 

In total, 98 per cent of exams scored 
at least an E this summer, down by 0.1 
percentage points - the first time it has 
fallen in 32 years - while just over one 
in four of exams were awarded an A* or 
A grade, down 0.3 percentage points on 
last summer. 

But the proportion of A* grades rose 
to 8.2 per cent, up 0.6 percentage points 
on 2013. 

A Department for Education 


spokesman insisted that the drop in the 
A*-E pass rate was "insignificant". 

The latest results show that an 
increasing number of students are 
choosing science, with the number 
electing to study biology, chemistry and 
physics rising by 2 per cent, while those 
taking maths has gone up by 0.9 per 
cent and further maths by 1.5 per cent. 

Meanwhile the number studying 
English has gone down by 4.6 per cent 
and even greater decreases can be seen 
in subjects such as political studies, 
which is down by 10.6 per cent.

Canoe trip for 
hospice funds 


A BANBURY school pupil 
completed a 50-kilometre 
canoe challenge along the 
River Thames and raised 
hundreds of pounds for a 
hospice which gave her 
younger brother end-of-life 
care. 

Ellie Laurie, 13, a pupil at 
Blessed George Napier Catholic 
School in Banbury, raised the 
money for Helen & Douglas 
House, which cared for her 
brother Thomas before he died 
in February. 

The nine-year-old suffered 
from a rare genetic condition 
called Cockayne Syndrome, a 
disease that prematurely ages 
those with the condition and 
leaves their DNA unable to 
repair itself. 

It affects two in every million 
newborns in the United States 
and Europe. 

Ellie joined a group of eight 
other youngsters, aged 13 to 16, 
including her friend Lara Tinant, 
who all have siblings being 
cared for at the hospice, to take 
part in the challenge. 

The group set off from Oxford 
on Wednesday, July 30, and 
completed their challenge three 
days later in Pangbourne, 
Berkshire. 

Ellie, who lives at the 
Langford Village estate, near 
Bicester, said: "I wanted to do 
the canoe challenge to help 
raise money for Helen House as 
they provided so much support 
for Thomas during his life.

"It was an amazing trip. The 
best part was getting to know the 
other siblings better and having 
to work together to paddle the 
canoes." 

So far the group has raised 
more than £3,000, with Ellie 
contributing over £650. 

Ellie's father Richard said he 
was very proud of his daughter. 
The 45-year-old said: "Ellie was 
an amazing sister to Thomas. 

She loved Helen House, as we 
all did for a variety of different 
reasons. 

"First, we went for respite care 
and later for end-of-life care. The 
care we received was amazing, 
and I am sure that is why she 
wanted to raise money for 
them." 

Andrew Jackson, siblings and 
care team worker at Helen 
House, said: "Everyone was so 
enthusiastic, seeing the 
challenge through from the 
planning stage right to the finish. 

"I feel really proud of them 
all. The whole trip was fun, a 
great team-building opportunity, 
and they even raised money 
along the way.

Scrap merchant describes ordeal of police sting 


A SCRAP metal merchant who cleared his 
name last week has spoken of the strain the 
case has had on him and his family over the 
last two years. 

Joey Smith, of Smiths of Bloxham yard, last 
week had his conviction of dealing with 
dodgy metal overturned at the Court of 
Appeal. 

He was prosecuted following an 
undercover police operation which saw his 
yard raided and him and his colleagues 
arrested in 2012. 

Three other workers had charges dropped 


against them and another was cleared after a 
trial last year. 

The 25-year-old, of Milton Road in 
Adderbury, said the case had caused stress to 
his family including his terminally ill parents. 

He said his 70-year-old father Peter - who 
had charges against him dropped before the 
case went to court - was suffering Parkinson's 
disease and prostate cancer, and his 64-year- 
old mother Kathleen's breast cancer had 
returned and spread to her lung during the 
ordeal. 

He said: "The case caused stress on my ill 


mother and father for such a long time." 

Between December 2011 and May 2012, 
undercover officers visited the yard 33 times 
offering metal for sale, which they claimed 
Mr Smith bought believing it to be stolen. 

Mr Smith was convicted of attempting to 
convert criminal property and given a £1,750 
fine, and a £2,500 costs order, after a trial at 
Oxford Crown Court in Decemer last year. 

But last week this was overturned by the 
Court of Appeal. 

Mr Smith, who has always denied the 
charges, said: "We will try to forget it all."

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■ Review of services for people with learning disabilities welcomed 

More cared for at home 


THE number of people with 
learning disabilities who 
need state-funded help has 
risen 16 per cent in the past 
two years, it has been 
revealed. 

Council and NHS bosses were 
funding care for 2,078 people in 
their own homes or care 
facilities in March this year, 
compared with 1,792 in March 
2012. 

People supported who live at 
home has risen from 1,298 to 
1,673 in the two years. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
spokesman Paul Smith said: "It 
has gone up by 16 per cent due 
to an overall increase in the 
number of adults with a learning 
disability and the fact that 
people with a learning disability 
are living much longer." 

The rise was revealed amid a 
review of learning disability 
services, sparked in part by the 
death of an Oxford teenager in a 
city NHS facility. 

Connor Sparrowhawk died 
after drowning in a bath at NHS 
unit Slade House, Headington, 
last July. 

An investigation found his 
death could have been 
prevented with more frequent 
checks on his baths and better 
overall assessments. 

One area the review wants to

improve is the take-up of 
physical and mental "health 
checks" with GPs, a move 
welcomed by adults with 
learning disabilities. 

Banbury's Nigel Taylor, 55, 
who has cataracts, diabetes and 
hearing aids, said a health check 
three years ago proved vital. 

He said: "I wish I could have 
heard of health checks a lot 
sooner, then probably it would 
have helped me with my health 
and made me a lot better." 

Wife Tracey, 46, who has mild 
learning disabilities and is a 
trustee of Oxford learning 
disability charity My Life My 
Choice welcomed the review, 
being run with the NHS 
Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group (OCCG). 

She said: "In the wake of the 
tragic and preventable death of 
Connor Sparrowhawk, I'm 
heartened to see that the county 
council and OCCG have 
responded positively to the views 
of people with learning 
disabilities and their families. 

"The challenge now is to turn 
the plan into meaningful action." 

The council and county NHS 
are reviewing services that both 
contract from Southern Health

NHS Foundation Trust, which 
runs Slade House. 

The contract runs out in 
December 2015 for services like 
home support, hospital and 
residential care and social work. 

A council and county NHS 
report to county councillors said: 
"Local confidence in services 
provided by Southern Health has 


been impacted upon by the 
death of Connor Sparrowhawk." 

Helping people with a 
learning disability and 
"challenging behaviour" to live 
in the community is a key 
consideration, it said. 

This is demanded by the 
Department of Health's 
Winterbourne Concordat, a 


response to abuse of patients at 
private Gloucestershire hospital 
Winterbourne View, exposed by 
BBC TV's Panorama. 

Services that help people 
move from a residential setting 
to their home is not "fast 
enough", OCCG chief executive 
David Smith and council social 
services boss John Jackson said.

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Police make 
the grade in 
fitness tests 

NINETY-SEVEN per cent of 
Thames Valley Police officers 
passed fitness tests this year. 

Only 61 officers out of 2,048 
who took the tests failed to meet 
the level of fitness set down by 
the College of Policing. 

Officers have to be able to run 
nine 15-metre shuttles in just 
under 62 seconds. 

A spokesman for Thames Valley 
Police said: “We are working to 
support officers who have not 
met the required fitness standard 
with the aim of further improving 
these results, ahead of testing 
becoming a requirement later this 
year. Having a high standard of 
fitness enables officers to perform 
their frontline duties to achieve 
the best possible outcomes in 
reducing crime and protecting the 
communities we serve.” 

The pass rate is just below the 
average for England and Wales, 
which sits at 98 per cent. 

The figures come as HM 
Inspectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC) launches a consultation 
on its approach to assessing the 
performance of English and Welsh 
police forces. It will give people a 
chance to have a say on how 
HMIC assesses how well police 
forces prove value for money, cut 
crime and provide a service that 
is fair and treats people properly.

Number of people unemployed drops 


THE number of people claiming 
Jobseeker’s Allowance (JSA) in 
Oxfordshire dipped below the 
3,500 mark for the first time to 
reach 3,402, figures from the 
Office for National Statistics 
revealed last week. 

It’s four per cent down since 
the previous month and a drop 
of 43 per cent year-on-year, 
meaning less than one per cent 
of the county’s population is on 
the dole. 

Unemployment among 
younger people is still a 
concern, as the number of 
jobless 18-24-year-olds in 


Oxfordshire rose by 10 people 
between June and July. 

But year-on-year, the picture 
was rosier, with 720 signing on 
in July, down from 1,275 the 
same time last year. 

Nationally, the jobless total 
was 2.08 million in the quarter to 
June, down by 132,000 on 
January to March and the lowest 
since the end of 2009, giving an 
unemployment rate of 6.4 per 
cent. 

Catherine Coughlan, customer 
service operations manager for 
Oxfordshire JobcentrePlus, said 
there were 12,000 vacancies 


across the county, including 
roles in catering, retail, security 
and hospitality. 

She said: “The overall number 
of people claiming 
unemployment benefit across 
the county is continuing to come 
down. 

“Numbers tend to go up a 
little in July because of the influx 
of school and university leavers 
but that has not happened. 

“As for the 16-24-year olds 
who are out of work, they tend 
to be the ones that need help, 
so we need to work them more 
intensively.”

Towersey's 50th 


O xfordshire's Towersey 
Festival will be 
celebrating its golden 
anniversary this month 
with a special five-day event in its 
stunning rural setting near Thame. 

From Thursday to Monday, August 
21 to 25, it embraces great music, 
poetry, story-telling, theatre, dance, 
comedy, circus, visual arts, film and 
great food, real ale and cider. 

And among the musicians 
appearing at this 50th Towersey 
festival are world-class guitarist 
Richard Thompson, Mercury Prize 
winner Seth Lakeman, Eliza Carthy, 
Nancy Kerr and James Fagan, three- 
piece traditional folk musicians Lau 
who have four times been BBC Radio 
2's Best Folk Band, plus the Bootleg 
Beatles who headline the opening 
night spectacular. 

Festival director Joe Heap, whose 
grandfather was one of the event's 
founders, said: "We are hugely proud 
to be celebrating Towersey Festival's 
golden anniversary. 

"Towersey appeals to a very wide 
audience and is popular with all age 
groups. We attract at least 10,000 
people each year - we are especially 
popular with campers and 
caravanners - and in the last decade 
we have raised over £250,000 for 
local charities, trusts and 
organisations.

"Plus there is much more to 
Towersey than the music, good 
though that always is! We've 
developed Towersey as a broader arts 
event and forged strong links with 
local organisations like Thame Arts 
and Literature Festival. 

"There is art and sculpture on site 
from local artists, a big spoken word 
strand with poets and storytellers plus 
there are poetry and story writing 
workshops. 

"Running in parallel there is the 
children's festival with all its popular 
attractions and a real ale and cider 
festival with 20 different locally- 
sourced real ales and ciders plus a 
wide range of catering. 

"We are keen to attract people 
who wouldn't necessarily attend 
other festivals, so we offer a range of 
ticket prices including the chance to 
Just pay around £20 to see a single 
top performance by Richard 
Thompson or the Bootleg Beatles or 
Seth Lakeman. There's also an £8 
festival taster ticket which is bought 
at the gate and allows access to the 
main showground for the day." 

L egendary performer Thompson is 
equally enthusiastic about 
Towersey. He enjoys returning 
from his American home to perform 


at Fairport's Cropredy Convention 
every few years. So the chance to be 
at another open-air event in 
Oxfordshire is a bonus for him. 

He said: "Each time when I come 
back to England to play, I enjoy it 
hugely. After all, Britain is where 
everything began for me all those 
years ago." 

Richard, 65, attributes his start in 
playing the guitar to the late Bert 
Weedon's Play in a Day guitar book. 

"I had a battered old Spanish 
guitar as a young teenager and, 
thanks entirely to Bert's book, I did 
learn to play in a day," Richard 
laughed. 

"My dad, who was a policeman at 
Scotland Yard, used to play guitar in a 
London dance band but, in truth, I 
never learned much from him. I went 
my own musical route. 

"Like so many of my generation, 

I'd been influenced by skiffle and 
early rock'n'roll and it helped that 
the guitar was a sexy thing to be seen 
playing back then. 

"I joined various bands at school 
and we did R & B covers. We also 
tried to be like The Who. By the time 
I was 18, I was with Simon Nicol, 
Ashley Hutchings, Martin Lamble 
and Judy Dyble playing clubs and 
universities as Fairport Convention."

ASTON Rowant's bid to avoid relegation 
from Division 1 received a timely boost 
with a three-wicket victory over 
Oxfordshire rivals Banbury on Saturday.

T IS rare for a convertible 
to look as good with the 
roof up as it does with the 
roof down.
